USE CLIMBING ROSES 
TO BRIGHTEN UP YOUR GARDEN 

Few flowers can compare with Climbing 
Roses for color effect and symmetry. Readily 
adaptable to any landscape situation — on 
trellis, arbor, porch or spread along the 
fence. Easily regimented for formal gardens, 
or left to grow informally in natural, graceful 
curves. When used against a building, they 
should be trained on a trellis so the plant may 
be tipped away from the wall when painting 
or cleaning is done. Climbers require no 
pruning other than to cut away any dead 
wood or shorten a few canes to conform to the 
outline of the support. Like all other growing 
plants, climbing roses respond quickly to ex- 
tra care. They thrive on occasional applica- 
tions of plant food; the roots are quick to ab- 
sorb water, and the beauty of leaves and 
flowers is enhanced by a regular program of 
spraying or dusting. Trellises and Arbors may 
be found on Pages 64 and 65; Spraying ma- 
terial on Pages 66 and 67.

WHAT YOU MAY EXPECT IN EACH GRADE OR SIZE 

Grade A: This is the same as American Association of Nursery- 
men Grade 1V&. Sturdy, well rooted branched plants with 2 or 
more canes. Bushes become bigger, fuller, and bear more flow- 
ers in succeeding years. An economical grade for gardeners 
who are willing to wait a year or two for a bigger bush. 

Grade AA: This is the same as American Association of Nur- 
serymen Grade 1. Plants have bigger roots and are heavier 
branched than Grade A, and have 3 or more canes. This size 
produces more roses the first two years than Grade A bushes. 

Grade AAA: The giants of the nursery row. Plant is bigger than 
Wards AA Grade. Bushes are fuller and heavier, and usually 
produce more numerous blooms the first few years. Will imme- 
diately give your rose garden the appearance of being nicely 
established since it is the largest grade offered by the trade. 

Patented Roses: The size and price of a patented rose bush 
is established by the patent owner, and no plants may be 
shipped which do not conform to these standards. 



HOW AND WHERE TO USE ROSES 

Hybrid Tea Roses (Pages 2 through 9). Blooms are rich in color, 
perfect in form and fragrance, and are the largest in the rose 
garden. Bloom in spring, and continue on until fall. More 
tender than some other roses, but can be grown with ease in all 
zones— even in severe climate zones such as 8 and 9 if given 
winter protection. (See Zone Map, Pg, 51). Use Hybrid Teas by 
themselves in simple solid beds or in groups. 

Floribunda Roses (Page 10). See opposite Page. 

Brownell Sub-Zero Roses (Pages 8-9). Hardiest of all Hybrid 
Tea Everblooming Roses. Bred to resist even severe cold and 
thrive in sheltered location in Zones 8 and 9, but will do well in 
warmer climates also. Bush is vigorous, and produces an abund- 
ance of bloom all summer. Use like other Hybrid Tea Roses. 

Climbing Roses (Pages 8-9). For dramatic displays of color and 
bloom. The first year, climbers spend their time getting ready to 
bloom, but after that they bloom every year in spring or from 
spring until late fall depending on variety. Drape over garden 
fence or wall, or train on a trellis, or arbor. All are vigorous and 
easy to grow in all zones, but all should be given good winter 
protection— especially in Zones 8 and 9. Read instructions about 
winter care of Climbers. (Instructions included with order.) 

Thee Roses (Page 7). Make a beautiful tall accent or a border 
for walk or driveway. Require same care as Climbers, and good 
winter protection in zones 7 to 9. Grow to 5 ft. tall. 



HOW TO BE SURE OF HIGH QUALITY ROSE PLANTS 

The American Association of Nurserymen has established a 
standard method of grading roses. In addition Wards Roses have 
many hidden qualities, such as the care they receive in the field 
including spraying, which contribute to their success. 

All Wards roses have been field grown two years, withstood 
one winter, and have bloomed at least once. They are dug 
during dormancy, and scientifically stored in an air conditioned 
humidified storehouse to keep them dormant and ready for ship- 
ment. All are backed by Wards Warranty (See Page 41). 

Bush roses, and Tree roses bought from Wards and planted 
early will bloom the same season. Hybrid Tea climbers and 
Hardy Old Fashioned Climbers planted in spring will bloom 
each successive year on wood made the previous summer. 

Roses may be planted spring or fall, (except tree roses spring 
only) and with care usually last for years. In certain sections of 
the south, Roses do not become dormant, and therefore die with- 
in a few years. However, in this area Roses are so beautiful that 
no garden should be without them. Plant roses in late fall and 
winter in the south and southwest. 




BE WILLING TO PROTECT YOUR INVESTMENT 

Like so many of the other things we treasure, nursery stock is 
deserving of a certain amount of care. Yet too often we plant it 
and then leave the plants to the mercy of the elements. 

Unlike most purchases which depreciate with age, nursery stock 
becomes increasingly valuable. Given reasonable care, it will 
respond with healthy growth and bountiful bloom that will more 
than repay you for the relatively little time required. 

Because nursery stock is a living, growing thing, it is dependant 
upon an adequate supply of food, water, light and air. Nature 
usually supplies these basic essentials, but frequently there is a 
lack of one or the other. To maintain a healthy plant, we must 
provide whatever Nature withholds. Thorough watering during 
prolonged heat, is a necessity. Occasional applications of plant 
food speeds growth, and a regular program of spraying or dust- 
ing to control insects and fungus— insures abundant, lush, green 
foliage and therefore healthy growth. Plants should be spaced 
far enough apart so they do not have to struggle for existence. 
Follow these precautions, and the planting instructions which 
accompany every shipment of nursery stock, and your plants 
will thrive and grow more beautiful each year. 

Success with any nursery stock begins with good plant material. 
When comparing advertisements for nusrery stock, bear in 
mind that age alone should not be the determining factor. Many 
nurseries fail to state the grade or quality of the merchandise 
they ship. To simply state "2-year field-grown" is not enough. 
Two plants may be the same age, and growing side by side; yet 
one is strong and healthy, the other puny and weak. Wards take 
pride in the size and quality of nursery stock shipped to their 
customers. All plants are carefully graded. Only the finest are 
retained; the weaklings are discarded. 

We cannot stress too strongly, the importance of continued care, 
after you receive plants. To transplant any nursery stock, means 
to cut off part of the root system. Then, to compensate for the loss 
of roots, an equal amount of the top, or branches, must also be 
cut back. It is of the utmost importance to plant your nursery 
stock as soon as you receive it, to minimize the shock of trans- 
planting. Follow the simple rules given in the Planting Guide 
furnished with each order.

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MAKE TREES YOUR FIRST CONSIDERATION 

It's a good idea to make a plan of your lot 
or acreage. Draw in the house, walks and 
drive, and then spot the trees— the existing 
trees and the new ones you expect to plant. 
Your investment in trees is your most perma- 
nent planting, and you want to be sure they 
are v/ell placed and will still be so for many 
years to come. 

PLAN FOR SHADY RELAXATION 

©Let your plan provide for at least one 
shady spot— either tov/ard the rear of the 
house, shading a porch, or at the rear of 
the garden if you have a dining spot there. 
When planting a tree for shade, remember 
the sun moves north in summer. Locate the 
tree so the shadow falls where you want 
it during the hot summer. 

There are many kinds of trees to choose 
from. American Elm is tall and spreading 
and carries its head high enough to let 
in the evening breezes. Hard Maple will 
give dense shade and a brilliant fall color 
display. If these trees are too large for 
your yard use a Flowering Crab, or the 
lovely Pauls Scarlet Hawthorn, or turn to 
the fruit tree pages and order a Quintuplet 
Apple or a Sour Cherry which will flower in 
spring and fruit in fall. 

Use trees to frame the house from the 
street or road, or silhouette the house. 
Plant trees in your parkway or along the 
road. Usually trees along the city block 
should all be of the same variety, but if 
this has not been done, choose shade trees 
of not too large a size such as Chinese Elm, 
Hard Maple or Pin Oak. (See Pages 14, 15.) 

PLANT FOR MAXIMUM COLOR INTEREST 

Cn\ Use Flowering trees in your shrub border, 
^-J or to break the line of a fence or hedge. 
Let them accent a gateway, or help conceal 
a garage. Many bloom before other trees are 
in leaf, and several have colorful fall fruits. 
Even the smallest yard has room lor at least 
one flowering tree, and its bloom will be a 
garden event every year. (See Pages 22, 23.) 



IT'S NOT A HOME UNTIL IT'S PLANTED ENCLOSE YOUR YARD FOR OUTDOOR LIVING 



No house really looks like it "belongs" 
until the shrubs or evergreens have been 
planted around the foundation. The side of 
the house that faces the public should be 
so planted as to present the most pleasing 
over-all appearance. A smooth stretch of 
lawn, plus evergreens or flowering shrubs 
(or both) grouped around the foundation 
is usually best. Avoid too many contrasting 
colors and forms. Here are a few recommen- 
dations for foundation plantings: 

First: plan your planlingson paper. Second: 
select plants which when mature will still 
be low enough to allow light and air in your 
windows. Third: allow plenty of room for each 
plant to develop naturally to mature size. 
Group several plants around the corners of the 
house even though there are open spaces 
along the wall. Plant the sides and back of 
the house too. You won't need to cover every 
spot of wall, but relieve the uninteresting 
spaces by a group of shrubs, evergreens, a 
vine or a climbing rose. 

EVERGREENS ARE STRONG DARK ACCENTS 

©|7T| Evergreens are among the most im- 
^ portant foundation plants because 
they are good all year. The beautiful low 
growing varieties will remain low under 
windows and make fine plantings near the 
driveway or around the terrace. Taller va- 
rieties are ideal for corner plantings or wher- 
ever you need a tall accent. Foundation 
planting information on Page 18 is applicable 
to evergreens or flowering shrubs. 

TALL EVERGREENS LEND STATELY GRACE 

(T) Tall growing Evergreens or Specimen 
^J Evergreens are best used singly as 
ornamental lawn trees on an average size 
lot. On a large place they make effective 
driveway plantings or may be used in a row 
as a property division. Some varieties are 
beautiful as living Christmas trees and dec- 
orated during the holiday season. These, 
however, should not be planted next to the 
house or where they will block a window. 



In making the garden plan, modern family 
life requires that ample space be allowed 
not only for the children, but for your own 
outdoor relaxation, dining, and entertain- 
ing. Real enjoyment of such outdoor living 
requires privacy, and even though this 
season may be a short one for you, you'll 
enjoy it to the utmost if you provide some se- 
cluded area. For this purpose shrubs and 
hedge play an important role. 

SHRUBS AND HEDGE ASSURE PRIVACY 

EfTH On a large place a deep border of 
^J shrubs will be the best way to secure 
privacy. However, in the average back yard 
this can be best achieved by combining 
shrubs with a fence or low wall, or with 
hedge. In any case the shrubs should fill 
out the corners In wide sweeping curves with 
no short, jagged waves. 

Where you can have a little depth, choose 
plants of various heights: the tallest for back- 
ground and graded downward. Set plants 
in an irregular manner, using three or more 
of a variety to give a massed effect of bloom. 

You can plan for bloom from spring to 
fall, displays of fall foliage, and colored 
berries for late fall and winter if you choose 
from Wards wide selection of recommended 
varieties. In mild climates you may enjoy 
the beautiful winter bloom of Camellias and 
other. Broadleaf Evergreens. 

Other plants may be brought into the 
narrow or low parts of the shrub border. 
Peonies and Florabunda Roses combine 
effectively with low shrubs. Where the 
yard is narrow, the lawn may come right 
up to the fence in some places, or vines 
such as Clematis or Climbing Rose may be 
used to relieve the bare fence. A few tall 
perennials such as Delphinium or Hollyhock 
may be planted along the fence for color. 

These are general ideas to think about 
when you make your plan. The important 
thing is to plan carefully, using your own 
ideas which will best suit your own taste 
and give the greatest satisfaction. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE DEEP SOUTH 

In this area Camellias, Azaleas, and many 
other broadleaf evergreens are ideal lor 
your garden. If you're planning a shrub 
border where these predominate, be sure 
to include the fragrant Gardenia as well 
as the Pyracanthas. The beautiful Abelia 
Grandiflora, Nandina, and the lovely Daph- 
ne are suitable for patio planting. They'll 
all retain their polished foliage to keep your 
winter garden lovely. 

Deciduous shrubs that do well in the south 
include Spireas, Hydrangeas, Honeysuckles, 
Hibiscus and the Crapemyrtle, 

Many trees are highly recommended for 
the south and included in the list are the 
Pines, Oaks, Red Maple, Dogwood, Flower- 
ing Crabapple, Redbud, Purple Fringe and 
Magnolia. Wisteria vines are fine. 

The southern perennial border should in- 
clude Hemerocal!is{Daylilies), Daisies, Lilies, 
Asters, and Chrysanthemums. Karl Rosen- 
field and Festiva Maxima are highly recom- 
mended Peony varieties for you. 



FOR GARDENS IN SEVERE CLIMATES 

Some of the most beautiful perennials are 
at their best in the northern areas. These 
include the stately Pacific Hybrid Delphin- 
ium, and Peonies. To fill out your perennial 
border and provide all season bloom use 
Iris, Dianthus, Sweet William, Columbine, 
Creeping Phlox, Sweet Peas, Gaillardia, 
Daisy, Veronica, Baby's Breath (Gypsophila) 
Phlox, Hemerocallls (Daylily) and Hardy 
Asters. You will also appreciate the Chicago 
Strain Hardy Early Chrysanthemums. 

Your shrub border may include the Lilacs, 
and Honeysuckles, Old Fashioned Snowball, 
the wonderfully fragrant Mock Orange 
Shrubs. The Spireas and Buddleas are good. 
For fruit as well as decoration plant June- 
berry and American Cranberry. 

Shade trees recommended for cold climates 
include Willow, Poplar, American Elm, 
Birch, and in the northeast Hard Maple. 
Mountain Ash, Hawthorn and Pink Dogwood 
are good small trees. Tall Evergreens include 
Black Hill Spruce and Red Cedar. 



FOR GARDENS ABOVE 5700-FT. ELEVATION 

Hybrid Tea Roses and Climbing Roses are 
usually spectacularly beautiful if they have 
been well protected. Particularly recom- 
mended is Paul's Scarlet Climber. Florabun- 
da Roses also are excellent. 

Among the shrubs Virginal Mock Orange 
and French Lilacs are ideal, for both thrive 
almost all the way to timberline. Flowering 
Quince also does well. These may be com- 
bined with flowering trees such as Pink 
Locust, Hawthorn, Hopa and Bechtel's 
Flowering Crab, and European Mt. Ash. 

Delphiniums and Peonies are two per- 
ennials that bloom almost as far as timber- 
line. Iris, Daylilies (Hemerocallis), Poppies, 
Columbine, Bleeding Heart and Regal Lilies 
are all very good. Phlox is outstanding in its 
performance in high altitudes. Dahlias are 
widely grown, and Wards selection of Chi- 
cago Strain Hardy Early Chrysanthemums 
resists early frosts. 

Best shade trees for high elevations include 
Silver Maple, Cutleaf Birch, American Elm. 



IF YOU GARDEN IN A HOT DRY CLIMATE TRY THESE 

You can arrange for all season bloom by the use of such perennials 
as Bearded Iris, Baby's Breath, Sweet William, Mountain Lily, Phlox, 
Lythrum, Gaillardia, Veronica, Hemerocallis (Daylily), Sweet Peas, 
Butterfly Flower, Verbascum, Achillea, and the Hardy Asters. Flowers 
such as California Poppy, Portulacca, Annual Phlox, Zinnias, Mari- 
golds and Nasturtiums may all be grown from seed in hot dry areas. 
Oleanders stand extreme heat. Barberry, Coralberry, and the Privet 
Shrubs all stand heat and drought. Chinese Elm provides quick 
shade. Black Locust and Green Ash (listed as Windbreak) are excellent. 



RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE SHADED AREAS IN YOUR GARDEN 

Perennials for part shade are: Bleeding Heart, Iris, Peony, Forgetme- 
not, Balloon Flower, Trollius, Doronicum, Ageratum and Hibiscus. 
Shrubs are: Forsythla, the Hydrangeas, the Spireas, Mock Orange, 
Lilacs, Honeysuckle, Beauty Bush, Azalea, Kerria, and Abelia Gran- 
diflora. Rhododendrons, Hydrangea, P.G. , Splrea Billiard, AstilbeVinca 
Minor and Violets will bloom in dense shade. Bulbs include Lily of 
the Valley Scillas, Begonias, and Muscarl. Hall's Honeysuckle, Silver 
Lace Vine and Bittersweet vines; Redbud and Dogwood trees; 
Ferns and Spreading Yew Evergreen may also be used.

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PLANNING THE WINDBREAK 

The location of your windbreak will de- 
pend on the direction of prevailing cold or 
hot winds; normal snow-fall; buildings, 
orchards, or crops to be protected. Plant 
at least 3 rows of trees as pictured below, 
being sure to plant far enough from build- 
ings to avoid snowdrifts around the build- 
ings. The inside rows, nearest the build- 
ings, should be 12 ft. apart, with the trees 
12 ft. apart in the rows. The outside row 
should be 20 ft. from the inside row, with 
trees 20 ft. apart in row. For Evergreen 
windbreak, plant 2 rows 20 ft. apart, 
trees 20 ft. apart in row. Outside row 25 ft. 
from inside rows, trees 25 ft, apart in row. 
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SHADE TREE SEEDLINGS 

A windbreak protects buildings, orchards and gar- 
dens.

They have been se- 
lected for their form, and because they 
are larger, fuller and more heavily 
branched than the seedlings sold on 
the opposite page. These trees will de- 
velop into fine lawn or landscape speci- 
mens, and still provide you with low- 
cost planting. Trees pictured elsewhere 
on this page and on Page 19, indicate 
the shape and form of the variety when 
more fully grown and mature. 
Roots are puddled and wrapped in 
damp moss — protected to withstand 
shipping. On receipt, unwarp trees and 
plant according to instructions. 
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How To Plan Your Own Foundation Planting. The planting at the front of the house should be kept simple In color and line with 
not more than two or three different textures and forms. Use it to frame the house and to unite it with the rest of the garden. In 
planning your foundation group, choose one or two high points. For example: accent the doorway with tall, narrow evergreens 
and balance these by shrubby masses at the corners. The planting should point outward from the corner like an arrow. Keep 
plantings low to get light to basement windows. {Evergreens may frame the view from the house windows but never hide it.) Use 
some low plants to get variety of mass. Don't let plantings consist of a line of Jigsaw peaks— keep a softened line that grad- 
ually meets the lawn.

2. Be sure you know the Caliper of Tree (the trunk diameter) taken at the base of the tree, 
two inches above the crown. This is more important than height. 

3. Be assured that the trees you buy are all disease-free, true-to-name varieties, and that 
they are from parent trees whose bearing characteristics have been proven. 

4. Be sure that the tree has been topped and pruned in the Nursery Row to assure good 
sturdy branches that will be least likely to break off when leaded with fruit, or in wind.

When you buy Peach Trees, the small size measures 2 to 3 feet in height, and caliper is s /i6 to 7 /l6 inch. 
This is standard for small size peach trees because of their character of growth. They are rapid growers, 
and soon make up this difference in size and match other fruit trees for size. 

Medium Size. Trees come 4 to 5 feet tall. Caliper measures 9 /i6 to u /i6 inch. This size has larger roots, 
more branches. Often bear about one year earlier than small size. Usually planted for farm orchards 
where growers want a quicker return on their investment than possible with small size trees. Medium size 
Peach Trees are 3 to 4 feet tall, ?/i6 to 9/i 6 -inch caliper.

All Wards Plants and Trees have stood up under the same 
changes of weather that they'll meet in your garden. To prevent 
depletion and lack of vitality, and to build vigor into the stock, 
the growing fields are fertilized and mulched when necessary; 
the plants are sprayed regularly under expert supervision; foliage 
is given every advantage for luxuriant growth to stimulate 
formation of sturdy root stock; fruit trees are "topped" at the 
correct stage to encourage strong branching. Each plant or tree 
has the best opportunity for continued growth. 

WARDS NURSERY STOCK WARRANTY 

Wards warrant all nursery stock, perennials, bulbs, tubers and 
roots to be exactly as represented in our catalog; to be strong and 
vigorous; free from disease; true to named variety; and to reach 
you in proper condition for planting. 

If any nursery stock you receive does not conform to the above 
warranty, Wards will replace it with new stock without charge.

1. The questionnaire printed on the reverse side of the war- 
ranty attached to your return order papers must be filled in 
completely showing that you have followed the planting 
instructions enclosed in each package.

3. On some items the catalog clearly indicates that they are 
not suited for all zones. Wards do not warrant the growth of 
such items in zones not recommended. 

4. Claims for stock not true to name are not limited in time, 
but must be made first blooming or fruiting season. 

As vigorous growth depends upon proper planting, pruning, 
soil, climatic conditions and other factors over which we have no 
control, Wards cannot be responsible for the amount of growth nor 
for the crop, nor for any amount greater than the purchase price.

WHEN WARDS NURSERY STOCK IS SHIPPED 

All of the merchandise you order will not necessarily be shipped 
at one time, as different types of plants may come from separate 
Nurseries, and will definitely come at the time intended for plant- 
ing. For instance, orders for most bulbs are shipped immediately, 
however bulbs on page 78 and 79 are for fall planting only and 
are shipped in fall only. All other plants are shipped in planting 
time in spring, or after completely dormant in fall. Do not be 
alarmed if your order is not received immediately . . . our Nurser- 
ies keep a careful check on weather conditions, and all plants are 
shipped when they can be set out safely. 

If your order is received too late for spring planting you will 
be notified, and it will be held for shipment in the fall unless you 
specify otherwise. Orders received too late for planting in the 
fall will be held until the following spring. This, of course, will ap- 
ply only to plants that may be planted in the following season. 

HOW WARDS NURSERY STOCK IS SHIPPED 

When comparing Wards prices with others, remember that we 
prepay all Nursery Stock. The Catalog price is all you pay . . . 
there are no added costs for handling, packaging or transporta- 
tion. On many orders this can amount to as much as % saving. 
For example, a 6 to 8-ft. Lombardy Poplar, selling for $1.85, requires 
$1.61 for shipping to the average customer— a distance of 100 to 
300 miles from the Nursery.

Because Nursery Stock is living, growing merchandise, its grad- 
ing must be done by an expert, thoroughly familiar with the 
growth habits of plants. Our graders operate under the rigid 
standards of the American Association of Nurserymen, and care- 
fully grade all slock when it comes from the field. 

Most experienced gardeners advise planting of 2-year field 
grown shrubs, roses, etc, . . . but this does not tell enough. Two 
plants may be the same age, with the same growth background- 
yet because they are living things one may be strong, the other 
weak. Wards sources cull out the weak plants, carefully size the 
trunks, check heights and number of canes. If the plant meets 
the standards of vigor and size ... it is sent to you. 

All Wards bulbs are fresh, big, blooming size bulbs—healthy 
disease-free, plump, vigorous and full of growing energy. Many 
firms advertise small bublets as "blooming size." These may 
give tiny flowers, but are not satisfactory. To be sure of complete 
satisfaction, compare sizes when comparing prices of such bulbs as 
Gladiolus, Tulips and Hyacinths.

MOST PLANTS IN THIS CATALOG THRIVE IN ALL AREAS 

All plants listed in this Catalog may be expected to succeed over 
a wide area and with reasonable care. Even those not especially 
recommended for your zone have much to offer in the way of 
gardening adventure. You may be able to grow, and enjoy 
plants not generally grown in your area, and this kind of adven- 
ture will require only a little extra care to provide the conditions 
necessary to the plant, but not natural to your garden, such as 
giving the plant a more sheltered location or providing acid soil 
where necessary. (Read Wards Warranty on Page 41.) 

Some shrubs or small trees thrive best when sheltered from 
either hot, dry winds, or from severe cold winds, and are so 
indicated in this catalog by the phrase: "Plant in sheltered 
position." These plants should be used near a building or wind- 
break or where other tall growing shrubs or trees will shelter 
them from hot or cold wind. 

WHAT IS MEANT BY THE TERM "HARDY" 

"Hardy" indicates that a plant will endure the cold in the area 
designated. Perennials may die back to the ground, but the root 
system remains alive to produce new growth each spring. Trees 
and Shrubs are hardy when the entire woody structure remains 
alive through the winter. 

Great caution has been exercised to give you completely accu- 
rate information, but it must be remembered that there may be 
zones in which a particular plant may be successfully grown in 
one area, while in some small neighboring section, the same plant 
will not thrive. It is impossible to cover all varying factors. While 
some plants may be able to endure the cold of a particular zone, 
other elements may determine the success or failure of a plant 
such as prolonged summer heat, hot drying winds, lack of mois- 
ture, soil variations, amount of snow, etc. All may determine the 
degree of success you may expect to achieve.

WHAT IS MEANT BY "WINTER PROTECTION" 

In studying various plant listings in this Catalog you will find 
the phrase: "Needs winter protection," or, "Protect in winter 
in severe climates." The winter protection of all plants varies 
with the type of plant as follows: 

Roses, for example, must be given adequate winter protec- 
tion in severe climates. Complete directions will be given in the 
planting guide which is sent with your order, but briefly, it 
means that the soil should be heaped about the plants, after 
the first light freeze, to protect the canes. With this care, beauti- 
ful roses can be grown even in severe climates. 

A MULCH SHOULD PROTECT, NOT SMOTHER PLANTS 

Most Perennials require winter protection north of Zone 6. 
Wherever snow does not provide a continuous winter cover, 
they must be given a mulch consisting of two to four inches of 
clean wheat straw, buckwheat hulls, shredded cornstalks or 
peat moss. Fine-textured mulches such as manure and peat moss 
may be cultivated into the soil the following spring. A covering 
of evergreen or other branches that will catch the snow, shade 
it, and thus keep it from melting too quickly, is also beneficial. 
A mulch should provide a covering, but should not be a heavy, 
airtight matting of leaves or grass clippings which produces 
heat and might smother the plants. 

All mulches should be applied after the ground has frozen the 
first time, to keep the ground frozen and prevent plants from 
being heaved out of the earth by alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing in late fall and early spring. Coarse mulches such as 
branches, cornstalks or hay should be removed early in the 
spring to prevent mold and to permit sun and air to reach the 
new growth. It is best to do this a little at a time over a two or 
three-week period. This allows the tender new shoots to harden 
off and keeps them protected from possible late spring frosts.

HOW TO PLANT YOUR BORDERS FOR ALL. SEASON BLOOM 




The Square Yard Perennial Collections outlined above provide a 
good basis for a flower border thai has a succession of bloom 
from spring to fall year after year. With a few of these collections 
as a starting point you may study the table below and choose 
additional varieties to fill out a particular season. 

Perennial plants are permanent plants. They'll live through the 
winter and come up year after year, getting larger and more 
beautiful every season. An effective perennial border should have 
a background of fence, vines, shrubs or hedge. (Allow 2 feet of 
space between shrubs and flowers.) Plant tall perennials in thin 
blocks at the back of the border allowing a few to come toward the 
front. Compact dwarf edging plants should be used in the fore- 



ground. Mixed colors are usually most satisfactory, but if you want 
a definite color scheme, keep it simple. To achieve big impressive 
splashes of color plant 3, 5, or 8 of a variety together. 

For best results protect perennials in winter. (See Page SI). Most 
Ward perennials are field grown, all are vigorous and sturdy, 
and usually bloom the first season if planted early in spring. Iris 
and Poppies bloom the second season. Plant in Spring or Fall.

FACTS ABOUT WARDS BULBS 

Tender bulbs, corms and tubers are those which remain dormant 
during the winter and must be planted in early spring. They will 
not survive freezing. Should be dug in fall and stored during win- 
ter (see chart at rig hi). This group includes Amaryllis, Begonias, 
Callas, Cannas, Dahlias, Gladiolus, Tuberoses and Caladium. 
Hardy bulbs, corms and tubers are those which remain dormant 
during the summer, after blooming. They may either be left in the 
ground all summer, or dug after the foliage has withered, stored in 
a dry place and replanted in fall. They must be planted in tall to 
bloom the following; spring. They survive and benefit by usual 
winter weather. Among this group are Crocus, Daffodils (Jonquils), 
Hyacinths, Muscari, Scilla and Tulips. (See Pages 78 and 79.) 
Hardy Lilies may be planted either spring or fall. May be left in 
the same location for several seasons before dividing.
